VIII. A Jhort Account^ by Mr. John Eames, 
F. R> S. of a Book intituled^ Tuhhfat ilki- 
bar, prinied at Conftantinople, AnnoDom. 

1728. 

TH E Advantage of Printing above Writing, has 
at laft prevailed with the Grand Signor to permit 
a Printing-Prcfs to be fer up at Conjiantinoplc. It. was 
obtained upon a Memorial prefenred to him by the 
Grand Vizier, with the Confcnt of the Mufti. 

The Privilege is granted to Zaid the Son of Mehe- 
met Effendij late Ambaflador in France, and Ibrahim 
Mutafarrica, the Author of a fmall Tract in this 
Book. The Licence extends to the printing all Sorts 
of Books written in the Oriental Languages, except 
fuch as treat of the Mahometan Religion. 

The Book before me leems to be one of the firft 
that ever was printed there. For though Giaithauris 
Arabic Dictionary, translated into Turkish, was what 
the Turks dcfigned, for particular Rcafons, to begin 
withal 5 yet theManufcript, from which they printed 
off the firft Sheets, was found to be fo incorrect, that 
the Grand Signor ordered the printine; of it to be 
ftopp'd, 'till a more corrcft Copy could be procured. 

During 
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During this Stop, the Book I am to give a brief Ac- 
count of was printed, containing about i jo Leaves. 
; l The Language of it is not Arabic^ as was hippoied, 
bhvTur£ijb, though it has feveral Words and lbme Sen- 
tences that are fo. TheTitle,or what may ferve as fuch, 
is Tubbfat ilkibar, or, A Prefent to the Great \ con- 
taining an Account of feveral Engagements at Sea. The 
Author is Hagi Calif a, filled Coelebi Almurbbum, i, e. 
A Gentleman who has obtained Mercy, or deceafed. 
-<ilt confifts of twoTra&s, a large, and a very fmall 
one. The latter is done by the FnbliAer, lrahi:n 
Mutafarrica. Mutajarrica is a Title of Honour 
Ggnifying a Horfe- Soldier, obliged to go to the Wars 
when the Grand Signor goes in Perfon, but not elfe. 
. It is a Ihort Account of Geographical Meafures of 
Diftances, &c. particularly of the Circumference of 
the Earth. 

The principal Treatife is partly Hiftorical, and 
partly Geographical ; the latter trcai of the Natme of 
theTerreftrial Globe, the Ufe of Maps, and Situation of 
Places, particularly of Venice, Corfu* Albania, &c. 
and fuch as border upon the Turkiib Dominions. 

The Hiftorical Part is an Account of feveral Naval 
Expeditions and Battles between thcTurks and Cbri/i/- 
ansy efpecialiy during the Holy War, in the Med:hr- 
r^/oea, With t&ir Conqift of the Iflands ,,-,,, 
Places of Note upon the Sea-Coafts. It is an Abridge- 
ment of theHiftory of their Admirals, from the tak- 
ing of Conftantinople to the Year 1653 *, cives a i)e- 
fcription of the Grand Signor's Arlenal ut^thc P,,,-, 
with the Charges of maintaining it ; and conclude;. 
with fome Diredions to the Turkijh Officers. 

Befides a general Map of the World, there a a zUrcc 
others 5 one of the Mediterranean^ or finite o; •:■/, 
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the Turks call it ; another of the Archipelago, and 
the third of the Venetian Gulph: They have each 
Scales of TurkiJJj y French and Italian Miles annexed; 
but what is fomething furprizing, thefe Maps have 
the Degrees of Latitude, but not of Longitude, mark- 
ed upon the Sides. 

The laft Plate has two Mariner's Compafles, the 
one containing the Turkijh Names of the feveral 
Points; the other, ^elides the Turkijh y hasthey&vr- 
bic Names, which are taken from certain Stars fup- 
pofed to rife and fet upon or near thofe Points. 

The Book ends with Words to this Senfe : This 
Treatife was done by the Perfons employ'd in the 
Rufinefs of Printing, at the Printing-Houfe ere&cd in 
the noble Month of Dulkaadah, in the Year 114:, 
(/. e. 1728) in the good City of Conftanfmople. May 
God, &c. 

I forgot to obferve, it has the Imprimatur, or Com- 
mendations of a TurkiJJj Divine, and three Effendies Y 
prefix'd ; and at the End an Index of the Errata % 
with their Emendations in three Pages. The whole 
is done upon fhining or gumm'd Paper, ftamp'd with 
three Crefcents in Pale, and an Imperial Crown, pro- 
per to the Turks. 

I join with the learned Mr. Clodius (Author of a 
Turki/h Lexicon and Grammar lately publifhed at 
Lipjic) in wilhing the Turks would print a complcat 
Livy y which Fame fays is repofited in the Grand Sig* 
nor's Library in the Turkijh Language, together with 
other European Books tranflated into Turkijh^ whole 
Originals arc not to be met with in Europe^ a Cata- 
logue of fome of which is expe&ed from the younger 
Monf. Fourmond.
